You’d 
think there was 
something called instant 
arthritis,” says Dr. 
Brinkley. 

The good doctor then 
asked the question‘what 
came before?’ 

. And he illustrated his 
point. 

“I think practically 
everybody that now 
suffers from arthritis 
once experienced a 
twinge of pain in the 
knee or a finger that 
stiffened after a minor 


stub or a crick in the 
neck. 

‘ ‘ That is where 
arthritis starts,’’ says Dr. 
Brinkley, “and as far as 
I’m concerned that is 
where it should end. 
Hease believe me,” he 
added, “there is no such 
thing as instant 
arthritis.” 

Dr. Brinkley’s point is 
that if an individual has a 
‘little bursitis’ or feels 
‘creaky’ when he or she 
gets up in the morning, it 
should be accepted as 
nature’s warning. 

It is at that time that 
competent effective 
diagnosis and treatment 
should be sought. 

“There’s no disputing 
that arthritis is a costly, 
miserable condition,” 
says Dr. Brinkley. 

“But I wish people 
wouldn’t simply resign 
themselves to facing it. 
The public must learn to 
fight the battle with 
arthritis when it can win 
it.” 

If the battle is to be 
won, in other words, it 
must be fought where 
and when it can be won. 

“I don’t think you’ll 
find an arthritic 
disputing this point,” 
says Dr. Brinkley.
